NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 28th June, 1984 

S O. 492(E).—Whereas the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessarv to appoint a Commis¬ 
sion of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry 
into a definite matter of public, importance specified 
in paragraph 2 of this notification ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 
(60 of 1952), the Central Government hereby 
appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of a 
single member, namely, Shii Jusiic-' Kuldip Singh, 
Judge of the Supreme Court of India. 

2. The terms of reference of the Commission shall 
be as follows :— 

(a) to inquire into the facts and circumstances 
relating to—- 

(i) the proposal to transfer 110 acres of land 

in the Hosur-Sarjapur Road (Karnataka) 
by the Bangalore Development Authority 
to the Non-Resident Indians Housing 
Association (Karnataka), a private limited 
company (the relevant material whereof 
is given in Annexure I hereto) ; 

(ii) the sale by Messrs. Narayanaswamy & 

Sons, South Knd Road, Basavangudi. 
Bangalore, having their registered office 
at 886|4, Lakshmipuram, Mysore, by a 
deed purported to be executed on 
30-9-1987, of 5 acres and 24 guntas 
(approximately 22.622 square metres) of 
land, situated in Survey No. fijl and 6|2 
of Dasarahalli Village, Bangalore, in 
favour of Messrs. Rcvaieetu Builders 
nnd Developers, 594, V Main, 11th Cross, 
Sadashiva Nagar, Bangalore, (the relevant 
material whereof is given in Annexure II 
hereto); 

(b) to inquire into anv irregularity, impropriety 

or contravention, of law on the part of any 
person in relation to any matter referred to 
in sub-paragraph (a) of this paragraph ; 

(c) to inquire into any other matter which arises 

from or Is connected with or Incidental to 
any act, omission or transaction referred to 
In sub-paragraph (a) of this paragraph. 

3. The Commission shall submit its report to the 
Central Government as soon as possible but not later 
than three months from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette. 

4. The Commission may, if it deems fit, submit 
separate, reports to the Central Government before 
the expiry of the said period on any of the matters 
referred to in sub-paragraph (a) of paragraph 2. 


5. The Central Government is of opinion that 
having regard to the nature of the inquiry to be made 
by the Commission and other circumstances of the 
case, all the provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section 
(3), sub section (4) and sub-section (5), of section 5 
of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 

1952) should be made applicable to the said Com¬ 
mission and the Central Government, in exercise of 
the powers conferred bv sub-section (1) of the said 
section 5. hereby directs that all the provisions of 
the said sub-sections (2), (3), (4) nnd (5) of that 
section shall apply to the Commission.

ANNEXURE 1 
NR1 HOUSING SCHEME 

In pursuance of the suggestion of the then Chief 
Minister of Karnataka the Bangalore Development 
Authority (BDA) formulated an NRI Housing Scheme 
at Hosur-Sarjapur Road layout during August-Decem- 
ber, 1986. The BDA did not advertise this Scheme. 
However, illustrative brochures were printed for the 
then CM's proposed visit to Europe and USA during 
May, 1987. According to these brochures, establish¬ 
ed groups of NRIs from Karnataka were invited to 
contact the BDA giving details of their membership 
nnd their technical and financial resources for deve¬ 
lopment of 110 acres of land earmarked for NRIs on 
the Hosur-Sarjapur layout. 

2. Shri H. G. V. Reddy, Chairman, Bangalore 
Development Authority (BDA) vide his letter dated 
19-3-87 invited SjShri S. T. Lokhandwalt, a veil 
known builder of Bombay and Naren Kuwadekar, 
architect of Lokhandwala Group, to participate in a 
National Symposium on “Planning & Development of 
Metropolitan Bangalore”. On the same day i.e. 

19- 3-87 Shri Kuwadekar wrote a letter to the Chair¬ 
man. BDA asking for the details of the scheme on 
behalf of his NRI clients, The Chairman, BDA on 

20- 3-87 informed Shri Kuwadekar about this scheme 
with the assurance that he could have further infor¬ 
mation on providing the details and background of 
the NRTs who had approached him. Shri N. Kuwade¬ 
kar attended the above symposium held in BangaloVe 
from 27th to 29th March, 1987. 

3. On 30-3-87, the NRI Housing Association 
(Karnataka) approached MX Lokhandwala Premises 
Ltd., Bombay to find out if they were interested in 
developing the NRI housing scheme and also autho¬ 
rised Shri Kuwadekar to work nut the details on their 
behalf. M's. T okhandwala Premises Ltd. vide their 
letter dated 20-4-87 conveyed their willingness to 
undertake the project. 

4. Shri S. T. Lokhandwala vide telex dated 12-4-87 
requested one Shri Yasin Solanki of Dubai to furnish 
details of NRTs of Karnataka origin, Shri Yasin 
Solanki furnished details of 4 NRTs, namely SjShri 
Mohammed Asad nil a Khan. Riaz Ahmed Khan, 
Mohammed Abdul Rashid and A. G. Abdul Azeem 
to Shri S. T. Lokhandwala vide telex dated 14-4-87. 
On 23-4-87. the NRTHA (K)—a group of six NRIs 
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viz. S|Shri Gregory T. Monis, A. G. Abdnl Azccm, 
Andrew F. Monis, Warrior Menezcs, M. A. Khan 
and Rashid M. A. —submitted a proposal to the 
Chairman, BDA to develop the project through 
Lokhandwala Group and requested for ‘letter of 
intent’ stating that they represented a vast number of 
NRIs of Karnataka.

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13. During a meeting held on 21-9-87, in which 
Chairman and other senior officers of BDA and Shri 
Kuwadekar were present, it was decided that an illu¬ 
strated brochure may be printed by NR.IHA (K) 
giving details such as amenities, cost of construction, 
registration form etc. Regarding eligibility of appli¬ 
cants, it was agreed that besides residents of Karna¬ 
taka, about 25% of houses/flats might have to be 
allotted to non-Karnataka NRIs subject to approval 
of the State Government, The Law Officer, BDA 
was requested to prepare the draft agreement to be 
executed between BDA and NRIHA (K) covering 
the above points and all aspects of development of 
the area. 

14. A brochure captioned “Lakeside Estates” pre¬ 
pared by NRIHA (K) shows that besides the NRIs 
of Karnataka origin and NRIs from other States for 
whom BDA has reserved a certain percentage of 
housing units to be allotted, any person approved by 
the BDA or the Government of Karnataka would be 
eligible for allotment of housing units. The applica¬ 
tion form which forms part of this brochure specifi¬ 
cally includes this category. 

15. On 23-9-87, NRIHA (K) deposited Rs. 30.00 
lacs with BDA vide 6 Demand Drafts of Rs. 5.00 lacs 
each issued by the Bank of Oman Ltd., Dubai on 
21-9-87. This was in continuation of the 5 Demand 
Drafts for Rs. 25.00 lacs deposited on 18-9-87. Shri 
Yasin Solanki who got the above 11 drafts of Rs. 55.00 
lacs prepared has stated before the Directorate of 
Enforcement authorities that Rs. 10.00 lacs were 
contributed by him, Rs. 10-00 lacs by his two sons 
and the remaining Rs. 35,00 lacs by his relatives/ 
friends/employces. On the same day, i.c. 23-9-87, 
BDA permitted NRIHA (K) to provide fencing 
around the land, to construct site office, to provide 
security staff etc. 

16. The NRIHA (K) vide their application dated 
26-9-87 applied to RBI for permission u/s 310) of 
FERA without disclosing the NRI status of the Mom's 
brothers. On 21-10-87 the RBI returned the appli¬ 
cation ‘unapproved’ as there was no non-resident in¬ 
terest in the company. Thereafter, the NRIHA (K) 
vide their letter dated 10-11-87 informed the BDA 
that RBI permission was not required. In the mean¬ 
time an agreement was signed on 17-10-87 by Shri 
S. T. Lakhandwala on behalf of Lokhandwala Pre¬ 
mises Ltd. and Shri K. N. Gandhi on behalf of NRJHA 
(K) 

17. In its meeting held on 29-2-88, the BDA appro¬ 
ved the draft agreement for tale of land to NRIHA 
(K) and decided to recommend to the State Govern¬ 
ment to make it a part and parcel of the rules to be 
framed for allotment of bulk land to NRIs. Further 
on 29-3-88, the BDA resolved to request ihe Slate 
Government to approve change of Lind use from 
green b it lo residcntkd or commercial purposes in 
rr-oect of about 40 acres of land which fell in the 
NRT housing scheme. 

18. The BDA on 7-4-88 fixed the cost of lend 
allotted to NRIHA GO % Rs. 3 >0 lacs per acre 
and development chnrcc.s (<<’ Rs. 3.85 lies per ace 
in a meeting attended by Shri N. Kuwadekar. The 


Commiss’oner, BDA pointed out at the meeting that 
the NRIHA (K) might furnish the 1st of NRIs till 
then registered with them. The BDA accordingly 
wrote a letter dated 2/9-5-88 to NRIHA (K). By 
their letter dated 24-5-88 the NRTHA (K) furnished 
a list of 13 persons from whom registration nppica¬ 
tions had been received. The names of the 10 per¬ 
sons who had contributed Rs. 55.00 lacs m Septem¬ 
ber, 1987 towards 25% cost of the land or the names 
of six NRIs whose list was enclosed with NRIHA 
(K)’s proposal dated 23-4-87 or the names of the 
Monis brothers are not included in this list. 


19. The Enforcement Directorate conducted sear¬ 
ches on various premises connected with NRIHA (K) 
in January, &89. i he i subsequent investigations rev¬ 
ealed that Miss J. Verghese, Marketing Officer of 
NRIHA (K) wa- acturliy an employee of M]s. Lok- 
handwala Consultancy Pvt. Ltd. and she used to take 
instructions regarding management of NRIHA (K) 
from Shri Arvmd Pahwa, Chief Executive of Lok- 
handwala Group. Shri Shantilal Dand, a practising 
Company Secretary of Lokhandwala Group visited 
Bangalore in connection with the registration of 
NRIIIA (K). The sales promotion for the scheme 
was totally conducted by M[s. Lokhandwala Prcm'ses 
Ltd. at their own expenses. It was also revealed that 
S | Shri Andrew Monis and George Monis did not 
attend any NRIHA (K) Board meeting on 19-9-87 
as they were not m India on that date. Shri Andrew 
Monis used to sign the letters on behalf of NRIHA 
(K) as and when these were sent by Shri Salvador 
Monis to him in Dubai. 


20. The NRIHA (K) has no share capital and as¬ 
sets whatsoever i n jndia. Two bank accounts were 
opened by NRIHA (K) with Viiava Bank, Santacruz 
Branch, Bombay and Canara Bank, Bangalore. The 
amount deposited in these two accounts is only 
Rs, ]POn wffich too was provided bv Mis. Lokhand¬ 
wala Premises Ltd. M|s Lokhandwala Prenvses Tad. 
had incurred a total expenditure of about Rs. 32.00 
lacs on behalf of NRIHA (K) which included an ex¬ 
penditure of about Rs. 20.00 lacs for development, 
fencing and construction of godown at the site. 


21. TbeBDA (Allottmcm of Sites) Rules, 1984 pro¬ 
vide for allotment of sites to individual persons sub¬ 
ject to their eligibility. Rule 6 also provides for allot¬ 
ment of sites to educational, religious or charitable 
institutions which are cither societies registered under 
the Societies Registration Act or trusts for public pur¬ 
poses. These Rules do not provide for allotment of 
sites to Hmivng Co-operative Societies. However, the 
Government of Karnataka vide orders issued in June, 
1935 bad madt the BDA the sole agency to acquire 
lands for Housing Cooperative SorC+los subiect to 
the conditions that the extent should not exceed 20 
atres per society and that the society should go in for 
group Housing or multistorcyed lilt:. 

22. During the searches, the Enforcement Di-ec- 
t'-waio also renowned a qho'o-copy of a draft notifica¬ 
tion. which was to be issued by the Govenimcnt < f 
Knrnatal-.n in 1988 for enmnd'ng t l-, p p-ovVJons of 
BE'A (Allotment of Sites) Rules" 1984 in cider to 
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enable bulk allotment of land to developers, coopera¬ 
tive group housing societies, groups of NRIs, etc. 
The Enforcement Directorate also recovered a hand¬ 
written note containing a legal opinion that the 
allotment ot land for NRI project on 3-7-19.17 would 
not be covered by the proposed notification as it was 
to have only prospective effect. 

23. The Government of Karnataka vide order dated 
16-2-1989 did not approve the BDA resolution 
dated 3-7-1987 vide subject No. 6C6 approving bulk 
allotment of 110 acres of land to NRIHA (K) and 
directed the BDA to take appropriate action in pur¬ 
suance of the said State Government Order.

2. M|s Narayanaswamv & Sons, South End Road, 
Basavangudl, Bangalore having their registered office 
at 886(4, Lakshmipuram, Mysore vide their appli¬ 
cation dated 9-1-1987 requested the Minister for 
Housing and Urban Development, Government of 
Karnataka to grant them permission to sell their 
land meriHirircr 5 acr A s and 24 guntas (approximately 
22622 sq. mtrs.) bearing Survey No. 611 and 6|2 
situated near South End Circle, Dasarnhalli. Ut ara- 
knh Hob 1 ! Bunvaffirc South Taluk to M|s Revajeetu 
Builders & Developers on grounds of financial hardship. 
The land in question included 16194 so. mtrs. of 
land already exempted by the Government of Karnataka 
on 17-7-1985 from the provisions of Urban Land 
(Ceiling & Regulation) Act, 1976. 

3. On 17-1-1087 ilv Minister for Housing and 
Uriyrn Development (HUD) asked the Sec efery, 
HUD to examine the matter. On the same dav 
i.c. 12-1-1987. HUD Denartment reaueo'd tfir> Sre- 
cial Deputy Commissioner, ULC, Bangalore to give 
his report. The Special Land Acquisition Officer, 
Bangalore Development Authority vide his le'tcr 
dated 20-1-1987 informed the Snecial Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, U1X, Bangalore that the land in Survey No. 
6|1 and 6(2 hau iuh notified for acquisition vide 
State Government Oder dated 1-9-48 for the forma¬ 
tion of Kanckanapalya Extension ‘B’ block i-^d 
that the acquisition proceedings had been completed 
in respect of Survey No. 6|1 measuring 1 acre 2 
guntas and 58 sq. yards (approximately 4298 sq, 
mtrs.) and that no information was available in his 
cilice in respect of Survey No, 6|2 mv.uiii.ng 4 acres 
and ^ guntas (approximately 16592 sq. mtrs.). On 
2C-I-S7 tbelf the Spec'al Deputy Conimiivnner, 
Urban Land Ceiling recommended to the State Gov¬ 
ernment to accord permission to the applicant to 
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sell the excess vacant land measuring 16194 sq. 
mtrs. already exempted vide State Government Order 
dated 17-7-85 and to accord exemption with per¬ 
mission to sell in respect of the remaining excess 
vacant land measuring 3444 sq. mtrs. 

4. The matter was then processed by the HUD 
Department. The Secretary, HUD vide his note 
dated 25 th February, 1987 recommended to accord 
permission to the applicant to sell 16194 sq. mtrs. 
of land (already exempted) stating that the matter 
regarding exemption and sale of the remaining ex¬ 
cess vacant land oE 3444 sq. mtrs. had to be examin¬ 
ed afresh in view of the State Government’s circular 
dated 25th February, 1987 which provided that the 
debts anterior to the date of commencement of the 
Urban Land (C&R) Act i.e. 17-2-76 should be taken 
into consideration for deciding the question of undue 
hardship for granting exemptions under the Act. The 
then Minister, HUB"gave his approval on 4th March, 
1987. Thereafter the State Government vide order 
dated 6th March, 1987 permitted the applicant to 
sell 16194 sq. mtrs. of land to M(s. Revajeetu Buil¬ 
ders & Developers. 

5. Mjs. Narayanaswamy & Sons again submitted 
an application dated 24th March, 1987 to the Minis¬ 
ter, HUD for granting exemption with permission to 
sell the remaining excess vacant land of 3444 sq. 
mtrs. to Mjs. Revajeetu Builders & Developers on 
grounds of financial hardship indicating liabilities of 
over Rs. 5.00 lacs incurred prior to the commence¬ 
ment of the Urban Land (C&R) Act. On 27th 
March, 1987 the Special Deputy Commissioner, 
ULC, Bangalore recommended to the Secretary, 
HUD to consider Hie request favourably. 

6. The dealing clok of the EIUD Department 
while processing the matter recorded a note dated 
31st March, 1987 that the letters issued by the cre¬ 
ditors in favour of the applicant could not be accept¬ 
ed as they were not in the form of agreement, pro¬ 
missory note etc., that the land which was located in 
central area had been ordered to be acquired for 
public purposes and that the loans indicated by the 
applicants could be cleared by selling the retainable 
land and the lend already exempted with permission 
to sell. However, the Under Secretary overruled the 
dealing clerk vide his Note dated 31st March, 1987 
and recommended that there might he no nhUclion 
to accord approval foi exemption and permission to 
sell the excess x'acant land of 3444 sq. mtrs. to M's. 
Revajeetu Builders & Developers for the purpose of 
group housing scheme in view of Government of 
India guidelines in their letter No. 9|48|78-UCU 
dated 2|7ih May, 1980. The Joint Secretary, HUD 
opined that it would be difficult to concede the re¬ 
quest of the applicant and the file was submitted to 
the Minister, HUD through the Secretary, HLJD on 
31st March, 1987. 

7. During the period when this file was pending 
with the Minister, HUD, Shri B. M. Naruyana- 
swamy—a partner or M[s. Narayanaswamy & 
Sons—submitted an affidavit dated 9th April, 1987 
confirming his financial liabilities. The Minister, 
HUD asked the Secretary, HUD on 9rh April, i9f'7 
to examine the fresh evidence produced by the appli¬ 
cant in the form of an affidavit and offer his views.

The Joint Secretary, HUD vide his note dated 10th 
April, 1987 stated that it would be difficult to hold 
that the ground ol hardship was established on the 
basis of the affidavit and that it was also likely to 
create an inconvenient precedent. However, in the 
later portion of his note the Joint Secretary, HUD 
recommended that the Government might permit the 
sale for the purpose of Group Housing Scheme sub¬ 
ject to the Government of India guidelines in their 
letter dated 2|7th May. 1980. The hie was then clear¬ 
ed by the Secretary, HUD on 13th April, 1987 and 
by the Minister, HUD on 15th April, 1987, The 
State Government vide order dated 18th April, 1987 
granted exemption in respect of the remaining excess 
vacant land of 3444 sq. mtrs. to M|s.

8. The Deed of Partnership of M|s. Rcvajeetu 
Builders & Developers was registered on 5th June, 
1987. 


lacs for the working capital requirements of the pro¬ 
posed business of distribution of ‘GTE Gemini’ word 
processors for which they had been appointed distri¬ 
butors by Mjs General Telecommunications & Elec¬ 
tronics Pvt. Ltd., Bombay. On 16-8-87 the Branch 
Manager recommended the limits to the Regional 
Manager, stating that the account was introduced by 
Shn Manoharlal Nichani, and the partners had pro¬ 
mised to mobilise Rs. 50.00 lacs as fixed deposits 
and further Rs. 50.00 lacs through State Government 
departments. While recommending the proposal to 
the Central Office, Madras the Regional Manager in¬ 
formed in his telex message dated 9-9-87 that the 
facilities are guaranteed by Shri Manoharlal Nichani 
through whom sizeable deposits were expected. The 
Regional Manager orally conveyed the sanction of 
limits of Rs. A.L.5 lacs under Open Cash Credit 
(OCC), Rs. 27.00 lacs under Key Cash Credit (KCO 
and Rs. 8.10 iaes under Bills. Formal sanction was 
conveyed on 6-10-87. 


9. The Government of India vide notification No. 
S.O. 836(E) dated 21st September, 1987 extended 
the provisions of Chapter XXC of the Income Tax 
Act to the city of Bangalore with effect from 
1st October, 1987 enabling the Central Government 
to purchase immovable properties in certain cases. 

10. The Sale Deed between M|s. Narayanaswamy 
& Sods and M|s Revajeetu Builders and Developers 
is dated 30th September, 198/. It shows a conside¬ 
ration of Rs. 90.00 lacs which works out to a rate 
of about Rs. 398 per sq. metre. The prevailing mar¬ 
ket rate in the adjoining areas at the relevant point 
of time was approximately three times more. The 
Government oi Karnataka vide circular dated 8th 
July, 1985 had fixed the minimum land value in 
Jayanagar (1 to 4 blocks) at Rs. 750 per sq, yard 
(approximately Rs. 897 per sq. metre) for residen¬ 
tial purposes and Rs. 1,200 per sq. yard (approxi¬ 
mately Rs. 1435 per sq. metre) for commercial pur¬ 
poses. Further, the Bangalore Development Authority 
in its meeting held on 11th December, 1987 had re¬ 
solved to allot 20 guntas of land to NABARD at 
South End Circle @ Rs. 2,000 per sq. metre and was 
also contemplating to allot land in the same area to 
LIC and UT1 (To Rs. 2,000 per sq. metre during 
1988. 

11. In the absence of the Sub-Registrar, who was 
sent on training, the sale deed between M|s Narayana- 
sw miv r-.ncj S.nis mid Mjs Revajeetu Builders & 
Developers was registered by the sub-divisional 
assistant (member of the ministerial staff), who was 
holding charge of the post of Sub-Registrar. The 
s;ud sub-divisional assistant is under suspension at 
present. 

J2. M|s G. M. Agencies, Gandhinagar, Bangalore, 
a partnership firm of Shri Girdharidas Nichani, 
Shri Manohar N. Makhija, Smt. Shakuntala N. 
Makhija, Smt. Jayashree R. Nichani, Smt. Sunita B. 
Nichani and Shri Bahtilal Nichani (all of them close 
relations of Shri Manoharlal Nichani, son-in-law of 
the then Chief Minister of Karnataka) was formed 
on 12-8-87, On i4-8-87 the firm applied to Indian 
Bank. New Tipnasandra Branch, Bangalore-72 fot

Tins cheque was discounted on the same 
day at Vijaya Bank, Race Course Road, Bangalore 
and a sum or Rn. 79,67,000 was credited to the current 
Ajc No. 2043 of Mjs General Telecommunication <& 
Electronics Pvt. Ltd., Bombay opened on the same 
day i,e. 30-9-87. Shri Kam;)l Siddiqui and Shri T. R. 
Monjunath Hegde are the Directors of Mjs General 
Telecommunicu ions & Electronics Pvt. Ltd., Bombay. 
On the same day i.e. 30-9-87, a su»’ of Rs. 75 30,000 
was transferred from current account No, 2043 to 
current A|c No. 1833 of Smt.

14. Consequent upon the publication of a news-item 
in Deccan Herald on 15-4-88 that there was under¬ 
valuation of this property, the Special Cell, Revenue 
Department, Government of Karnaia...l had taken up 
investigation into this matter which revealed gross 
irregularities'omissions in the registration and under 
valuation of the properly to the tune of Rs. 62.00 
lacs resulting in a revenue loss of Rs. 6.50 lacs as 
Stamp DuLy besides the registration fee. The authority 
concerned reported the matter to the Special Deputy 
Commissioner (Revenue) Bangalore on 30-12-88 for 
prosecuting the executant. The proceedings arc yet to 
be concluded. 


15. Shri S. Vasudeva. Advocate filed writ edition.-. 
No,, 8546 to 85^811988 iu ihe High Court of 
Karnataka on 15-7-88. In ffio statement of objections 
filed by Mjs Narayanaswamy & Sons on 7-11-8S it 
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has been stated that an agent of Mjs. Rcvajeetu Buil¬ 
ders & Developers had approached them with the 
proposal that if the land in question were to be sold 
to them forthwith the buyer would help in obtaining 
exemption and clearances for its sale. 


16. The Income Tax authorities had conducted a 
search in July, 1987 which was primarily directed 
against Shri Tallam N. Nanjunda Setty for his 
involvement in tuc formation of Ml.,. Revajcctu Guil¬ 
ders & Developers. Smt. Shobha Makhija who was 
given 50 per cent share in the firm's interest was also 
covered in the said search which revealed the following 
facts ■— 

(i) A cash amount of Rs. 2.00 lacs was found 
m the residential premises of one of the 
seller—partners and was explained as having 
been paid to him by Shri T. N. N, Sct*y in 
cash. However, Shri Setty during his inter¬ 
rogation refuted any such payment.

(n) A letter written by Shri B. N. Laxman 
Murthy was recovered from the premises of 
Shn B. M. Narayanaswam, wl...h offer d 
Rs. 1.83 crores for the property in 1983 
which was later sold to Mjs. Rcvajeetu 
Builders & Developers in 1987 for Rs. 90.00 
lacs only. 

(iii) Smt. Shobha Makhija is a housewife living 
in a middle class rented apartment and 
having no experience of any business. In 
her sworn statement she admitted as having 
no knowledge of business of M|s. Rcvajeetu 
Builders and Developers and she denied 
having invested any money as capital in the 
said firm. 

17. Pursuant to the sale deed dated 30-9-87, the 
land measuring 5 acres and 24 guntas (approximately 
22622 sq. mtrs.) is in the possession of M|s. Reva- 
jeetu Builders and Developers. 
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
